Union says no to Nike 


The union representing Edmon- 
ton’s 600 custodial workers in pub- 
lic schools, CUPE Local 474, wants 
to run Nike out of town. The union 
has sent letters complaining about 
the running-shoe manufacturer to 
the chair of the public school 
board, as well as to Mayor Bill 
Smith, Edmonton City Council 
and the Edmonton Oilers. 

The protest against Nike comes 
over its corporate sponsorship of a 
street hockey program in which 
the company provides inner-city 
school kids with hockey equip- 
ment and training. 

“We are not against the street 
hockey program,” said Doug Luel- 
Iman, president of CUPE Local 
474, “however, Nike is being hypo- 
critical in its support of children’s 
programs in Edmonton public 
schools, while exploiting child 
labor in its shoe factories in 
Indonesia and Asia.” 

Luellman contends the footwear 
giant pays children in East Timor 
26 cents an hour for a 10-hour day 
to make Nike runners, which retail 
for over $100 in Canada. “Nike 
pays basketball star Michael Jor- 
dan $2 million for endorsements.” 


U of A opens new print centre 


The University of Alberta is cele- 
brating the opening of its new 
print study centre Nov. 5 with a 
show of artwork drawn from its 
collection. The show, in conjunc- 


tion with the centre's opening and 





makes the university’s 1,430 histor- 
ical and contemporary fine-art 
prints more accessible to students 
and staff. Liz Ingram, an art and 
design professor at the U of A, said 
the centre allows teachers to 
spread out artwork and show stu- 
dents firsthand the scale and sur- 
face quality of individual pieces. 

The spare, Swedish-looking 
1,400-square-foot centre, housed in 
the fine arts building, features 180 
birch shelving units holding prints 
in acid-free cases, a semicircular 
walnut and maple desk, and a 
maple display case with eight 
inlaid showcases. A computer con- 
tains a database with information 
on every print in the university’s 
collection, including digitized 
images of each piece of art. 

Already, students and staff have 
taken to calling the blonde-wood 
furnished centre an “island of tran- 
quillity,” according to Lou Ryd- 
man, the print centre’s project 
assistant. Previously, the universi- 
ty housed its collection in a 
cramped room in the basement of 
the biological sciences building. 
While there are some nine other 
print centres across Canada, most 
tend to be housed in galleries or 
museums, rather than in a univer- 
sity. 

Following the opening on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 6, renowned print- 
maker Dr. Jennifer Dickson will 
lecture on her experiences making 
art with the Paris group Altelier 17.

Fighting to protect Temagami 


Pro-active camping 
to save the trees

he great anarchist Emma Goldman once said “If I can’t dance I don't 

want to be part of your revolution.” Last month we spent a week in cen- 
tral Ontario at the Earthroots Forest Action Camp in Temagami. As we joined 
activists, some taking part in non-violent civil disobedience to save the 
forests, we wondered what Emma would say about camping. 

Most people probably realize the gig is up. Only one per cent of Ont- 
ario’s original old-growth red and white pine forest remains, much of it in 
Temagami. Now would be a good time to pause and give the graders and 
skidders a rest. 

We shared the campsite with over 100 enthusiastic campers, pass- 
ionate about the world and the wild. Days were sunny, nights cool and 
starry. There were few pesky flies and fewer complaints. Wholesome, 
tasty meals burst from the communal kitchen, with suppertime feasts 
spiced with shared stories and hopes. Saving the world was never sup- 
posed to be this enjoyable. 

There were annoyances, including an imminent chainsaw massacre, 
the whir of Goulard Lumber’s chopper circling above, and constant sur- 
veillance by the Ontario Provincial Police. The force's intelligence gath- 
ering even extended, we heard, to a post behind the latrine. But the 
campers had little to hide. 

As a working camp there were always bags of fresh veggies to chop 
and piles of dishes to wash. Folks were keen to take on the tasks, includ- 
ing an around-the-clock security detail keeping track of all vehicles com- 
ing and going. 

The little electricity needed for charging batteries was provided by a 
solar power plant and an emergency satellite phone was loaned by 
Greenpeace. Activism goes high-tech. 

The spiritual centre of the camp was the campfire and Saturday night 
was enlivened by 14 Earth First!ers from Wisconsin. They drove 22 hours 
to join our efforts and share tales. As the fire crackled, they buoyed our 
spirits with stirring tunes like Burn That ‘Dozer and Cows with Guns. 

During the day, campers went canoeing or hiking, coming face to face 
with towering ancient pines and hopping frogs. Day-glow orange fungus 
flashed from tree trunks and hot-pink eraserheads sprouted from 
stumps. 

All wasn’t comfort — there were no hot showers. But a quick dunk in 
the lake served to clear the dirt away and jolt the senses. 

People stood stunned as they watched a Goulard Lumber excavator 
rip out a 15-metre-wide swath of ancient forest to build an access road. 
But campers were uplifted to witness two young people u-lock them-

Parliament Svend Robinson. 

The controversial politician told SEE he is 
helping bankroll Vriend’s fight against the 
Alberta government to have gay rights 
included in the Individuals’ Rights 
Protection Act.

The veteran 
MP attacked the Liberals for failing to live 
up to their election promises and the 
Reformers for being an inadequate opposi- 
tion. 

He also criticized the Senate for wasting 
taxpayer dollars while producing little in the 
way of results.

n alternative to the traditional 

gallery environment that aims to 
bleach away sensory distractions 
with white walls and silence, Mani- 
festo, which recently opened on 
10043 and 102 Streets, orchestrates 
sensory din through the best of all 
methods; words, pictures, music and 
caffeine. 

The café, gallery and used book 
store, co-owned by Carol Fadden 
and David Kravinchuk, bills itself 
as an “alternative gallery” present- 
ing innovative and affordable origi- 
nal work by up and coming artists 
and designers. “We don’t believe in 
rules about art,” said Kravinchuk. 
“We're interested in challenging 
élitist stereotypes about art and 
we're committed to working to 
developing the profile of local 
artists.

male nudes. Large, grand and gili

dmonton’s New Music Festival 

gets under way with an explo- 
sion Saturday as New York-based 
pianist Kathleen Supové performs at 
Alberta College’s Muttart Hall. 
Supové, one of the foremost Ameri- 
can interpreters of newly-composed 
piano music, calls her solo perfor- 
mance series “The Exploding Piano.” 

“It’s usually (comprised of) 
whatever's been coming my way 
and whatever's been sitting on my 
piano lately,” Supové said, in 
describing the performance series. 
Speaking by phone from New 
York, she said she usually does 
only two or three Exploding Piano 
concerts per year, mostly in 
Boston and New York. 

A friend came up with the 
series’ name in attempting to 
describe Supové’s theatrical per- 
formance style. Another friend, 
who designs window displays, 
once built an urban industrial style 
set for the series, featuring dry ice 
and candles burning in barrels. 
The candles were fine when she 
played in a Boston church, but fire 
code regulations prevented her 
from using them in a concert hall. 
She hasn't used a set since, though 
her theatrical playing style 
remains. 


Creating traditions 


On top of that, Supove’s recently 
been using different types of key- 
boards, such as electronic synthe- 
sizers and clavinettes. And she 
plays in two experimental groups: 
a duo called Twisted Tutu and a 
trio called Bermuda Triangle (with 
which she made her one and only 
Canadian appearance to date, last 
year in Ottawa). 

Theatrics is hardly the main 
focus of Supové’s solo concerts, 
however. More than anything, 
she’s recognized for her love of liv- 
ing composers. It’s a love which

was planted by a somewhat unusu- 
al early musical education, and 
which she says solidified when she 
won the audience prize at 1984's 
Gaudeamus Competition for Inter- 
preters of Contemporary Music in 
Holland. 

“I didn’t actually learn the 
(Bach) 10-point Inventions until I 
started teaching them,” she said. “I 
actually had to do some catching 
up on that kind of thing when I 
went to (New York’s) Juilliard 
School.” 

Most of all, she enjoys the free- 
dom afforded by working with 
music that’s never been performed 
before. “You create your own per- 
forming tradition. You're not fol- 
lowing a tradition that’s been 
established over hundreds of 
years.” 

Saturday, Supové will perform 
works by six composers, including 
her husband Randall Woolf and 
Edmonton Composers’ Society 
president Piotr Grella-Mozejko. @ 


This year’s Edmonton New 
Music Festival includes seven 
concerts, Kathleen Supové’s 
Exploding Piano opens the fes- 
tival Saturday, Nov. 2. The 

finale, featuring the Edmonton’

t was good, but less than spectac- 

ular. 

By the time Neil Young and the 
gang wandered on stage at the 
Coliseum last Thursday, anticipa- 
tion was high. This was Neil 
Young. But if it had been anyone 
else, would the gathered fans have 
been so enthusiastic? 

The show began and ended on 
predictable notes. Hey Hey My My 
was an expected opening number. 
And if anyone didn’t realize the 
encore would include Like A 
Hurricane, they've either been 
asleep at the wheel for the last few 
decades or were attending the 
show with their parents. 

The performance was exciting 
enough. After all, whatever song 
Young decided to bash through 
next was bound to be a great tune, 
considering his infinite collection. 
He peppered the set with a few 
acoustic numbers from the past 
and it was heartwarming to hear 
fans sing along to Heart Of Gold 
and The Needle and the Damage 
Done. 

My big beef was the awful 
acoustics of the Coliseum. There’s 
got to be a way to make it sound 
better. As well as Young and Crazy 
Horse played, for the most part 
they sounded like an up-and-com- 
ing band jamming through a tin 
can sound system. When they 
pulled out the old chestnut, Sedan 
Delivery, for one of the encore 
numbers, the walls should have 
been shaking and eardrums should 
have been enveloped by a wall of 
crunching guitars. Heck, even 
Cinnamon Girl sounded light and 
less than filling. 

To put it bluntly, it was a good 
show that should have been awe- 
some if only the venue had stood 
up to the challenge.

If Young were hampered by 
acoustics, the opening bands were 
just about defeated. Moist fared a 
little better than Pete Droge and 
the Sinners, but only because 
singer David Usher did all he could 
to get the crowd in the mood. 
Silver and Leave It Alone drew 
predictable screams from the 
stands, but no matter how hard 
Usher tried to get the house 
rockin’, it just wasn’t gonna hap- 


pen. 

The less said about Pete Droge, 
the better. The band’s ’70s-style 
trash country rock just didn’t cut 
the mustard. 

Firstly, the set had to start as 
most folks were still parking their 
cars.

In the holy glow of this taste experience caviar pales, 
truffles shrivel to a fungus status and foie gras is reduced 
to a foul organ. What is it? We're talking blowfish here mes 
chéres, an orgasmic culinary delicacy that only crosses the 
finest tables in Europe and the Far East. 

Minor problem, however. When cooked improperly, 
blowfish can kill you. 

Food and death. They are something we all share, 
according to Lumiere, the caterer who is currently prepar- 
ing a theatrical and physical feast for us in the unlikely 
halls of upper Commerce Place. Expect intimacy, expect 
candles, expect nourishment for the body — fine French 
dining —- expect food for thought. Don’t dwell on the blow- 
fish, darlings. Eat, enjoy, listen. Lumiere is at your service 
and what a tale he has to tell. 

Take a caterer obsessed with Mila Mulroney, add a few 
friendly fairy tales about a typical mid-Western family (aim 
off all signs of dysfunction), stir in a right-wing political 
activist with .. . well, theories. Siramer, then serve at a 
grandly orchestrated event complete with white linen 
tablecloths and the enchanting strains of a lone cello. 

This is the recipe for theatre, friends, dinner theatre like 
you've never seen it before. Northern Light Theatre is 
poised to present the world premiere of Vern Thiessen’s 
new work Blowfish. It’s a one-man show featuring nine 
other actors. It’s a ritual of consumption, a feast of ideas, 
both strangely repulsive and completely compelling. 

The play has already been sold out in Ottawa where the 
National Arts Centre is co-producing it following the 11-day 
Edmonton run. Maybe Mila’s the draw, she who considers. 
herself a, shall we say, connoisseur, of the arts. Or maybe 
it’s the coincidental fact that the Mulroneys’ ex-chef has 
resurfaced and plans to cater this capital event. Hopefully 
he has no old scores to settle with Brian and Mila. Food 
and death. I wonder . .. 

Back in Edmonton, Gourmet Goodies is preparing a 
secret feast to accompany the show. According to play- 
wright Thiessen, these aren't unobtrusive canapés to be 
nibbled surreptitiously in a post-performance erush. No, 
no, this is a full-blown meal. “Eating is part of the play and 
audience (members) are active participants in the food. I 
can guarantee good food, too. Platters and platters of good 
food brought to your table as Lumiere tells his stories. The 
eating is, in itself, tied to the script,” said the 32-year-old 
Thiessen, currently ensconced in the hallowed halls of the 
University. of Alberta on an honorary research fellowship in 
play writing. 

He and Lumiere, a.k.a. John Kirkpatrick (or “the-best- 
ever-actor-to-come-out-of-Fort-St.-John) are sipping coffee 
trying to articulate what Blowfish is about. 

“T was totally intrigued by Vern’s script,” admitted 
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~ Place, and your host of the evening, Monsieur

Kirkpatrick, who read Blowfish back in July.and quickly 
realized the weight of the piece. “Most one-man shows are 
self-generated and to take on a script like this, you have to 
identify personally with it and also really love it. For me, 
that happened the moment I read the seript. | really love it.” 
Kirkpatrick's character believes it’s not just food and death 
which rope us together in a tangled humanity. It’s also poli- 
tics and weather. Weather?.“Yeah, the Edmonton tornado 
plays a part in this play,” he said, “and politics. They're 
both inescapable.” Sort of like Mila Mulroney’s wrinkled 
‘aren't-I-too-cute’ little nose (job)? 

“I do find her atiractive,” admitted Kirkpatrick, of the ex- 
prime minister's main squeeze. “Although, in other ways, 
she’s quite abhérrent to me. Not to Lumiere, mind. He’s 
completely obsessed with her.” 

Thiessen, who has written and had produced a number 
of successful plays in the last decade, has his own small 
obsession. And while he’s quick to denounce flirtations 
with the Gothic set, he'll confess to a small personal aber- 
tation when it comes to contemplating death. “I have a 
great interest in it (he means the d-word). I think it comes 
from my family being Mennonite. Death in our house was 
handled differently than it was in the homes of my friends. 
We talked about it.” 

Directed by the inscrutable D.D. Kugler and designed by 
the unrestrained creative talents of Bretta Gerecke, 
Blowfish will undoubtedly be a theatre event. Thiessen and 
Kirkpatrick, however, both promise a through line in the 
play’s lasagna-layered constniction, “a surprise that will 
lead everyone to the same place, fie up all those seeming- 
ly disparate threads,” said Thiessen. 

Meanwhile, talented cellist Christine Hanson is resinat- 
ing up her bow, nine Victoria Composite students are 
hovering in the wings of a transformed Commerce

“We're doing three courses with a lot of 
different types of finger food, based on our 
knowledge of the play,” said Nicolson. 

It’s not unusual for caterers to prepare 
food for an opening night but it 7s unusual 
for food to be served throughout a play, 
each and every night. 

“It’s a bit tricky with numbers,” admitted

he foreboding is over, prepare 
for the explosion. 

At least, that’s the way Larry 
Yachimec sees Part IJ of Tony 
Kushner’s Angels in America. 
Yachimec plays Louis Ironson, the 
Jewish intellectual who has (in 
Part I) recently betrayed his lover 
upon learning of the lover’s 
impending death from AIDS. 

“Part I sets up the crisis situa- 
tions in each character's life. Part 
IT is the explosion of.those situa- 
tions,” said Yachimec, breaking 
from rehearsal at the Citadel’s 
Shoctor Stage. “Choices are made 
in the first part of the play and the 
consequences of those choices are 
explored in Perestroika.” 

A separate cast takes over from 
the Phoenix production of Angels 
in America Part I :Millennium 
Approaches, currently playing at 
the Timms Centre. While the char- 
acters remain the same, different 
productions promise different 
interpretations of Kushner’s epic 
work. “Reading the first part of the 
play, having access to that materi- 
al, is like a gift from heaven,” said 
Yachimec. “You know where these 
people are coming from.” 

Colleague Bruce Davis, who 
plays the difficult role Joe Pitt of

the conflicting sensibilities (he’s a 
gay Mormon, and an unhappy hus- 
band, not to mention a die-hard 
Republican) coincidentally mimics 
Yachimec when he speaks of his 
part in the play.

Both men find Kushner’s script 
completely compelling.

One of the best selling authors of our 
century, King has had over two 
dozen movies released based on his 
writing. These films range from the 
excellent (The Dead Zone, Misery, 
The Shawshank Redemption) to the 
utterly abysmal (Children Of The 
Corn, Firestarter, The Mangler). 

Author Harlan Ellison once 
wrote that the problem with trans- 
lating King’s books to the silver 
screen is that it isn’t so much his 
stories that are unique or fascinat- 
ing, it’s the way they are told that 
give them their appeal. King’s gift 
is his literary style; the problem is, 
one cannot transfer literary style 
on to celluloid. The best King 
movies are those in which the 
director's vision supplies the fasci- 
nation normally provided by King’s 
talent; directors like David Cron- 
enberg, Rob Reiner and Stanley 
Kubrick.
